Mrs. Annie F. Ma' Mishler Continues Her 
Keen Interest In Hospital; 28 Years Service 


Twenty-eight years ago, Decem­ 
ber 26. 1921, Mrs. Annie F. Mishler 
was engaged as an office clerk §t 
the Warner hospital. Today. “Ma" 
Mishler Is the best-known member 
of the hospital staff. 
Her long association with the hos­ 
pital has given her this affectionate 
nickname Some of the nurses and 
many of the patients know her by 
no other. 
She’s "Ma” to everyone. Patients 
call to her as she passes through 
the corridors Nurses, staff officials, 
doctors and board members all call 
her "Ma” or “Mom." 
The Civil War was nearing Its 
close when Mrs Mishler was born 
In Baltimore in 1804. She was six 
months old when the family moved 
to Washington, D C. From Wash­ 
ington. she moved to Hagerstown, 
where her husband, the late P M 
Mishlpr, was head of a land im­ 
provement association. They were 
married in 1891, and came to Get­ 
tysburg 50 years ago. 
Planned A “Chautauqua" 
The Mishlers lived on Chambers­ 
burg street, in a building which now 
houses the Shelter house The Get­ 
tysburg Times occupied the first 
floor Mr. Mishler, according to his 
wife, came here intending to build 
a “Chautauqua " The idea never 
materialized, but the Mishlers re­ 
mained. Mr Mishler had been in­ 
strumental. before coming here, in 
bringing several large industries to 
Hagerstown 
He operated a drug 
store in Gettysburg. 
W hen Mrs. Mishler first went to 
the hospital, she was the only em ­ 
ploye in the office. There was no 
eight-hour shift then She worked 
from 7 to 7, the same as the nurses, 
and then often was in the office 
working on the books until mid­ 
night. Besides her office duties, she 
sometimes helped with the care of 
the patients and in the x-ray room 
Did Variety Of Work 
"I was the only one in the office,” 
Mrs. Mishier said. "I had to do the 
bookkeeping, answer the telephone 
and sometimes help with the pa­ 
tients. The hospital was small then, 
and we had only a few nurses. There 
was no nurses’ home ” 
Mrs. Mishler recalls that, even

the nurses and others had to walk 
to the hospital building foT their 
meals. 
"M r. Musselman

In the developing purposes of God 
the time had arrived when his peo­ 
ple Aere to begin to carry the Gos­ 
pel to the nations, and the story of 
th a t endeavor is replete with thrill­ 
ing experiences. Luke, the disciple 
and physician, is the historian. He 
addresses a friend, Theophilus, and 
mentions a book written earlier by 
him T hat was the third gospel w hich 
bears his name. 
First. Wait 
In a condensed paragraph the his­ 
torian begins his narrative by re­ 
calling the resurrection of the Lord, 
his ascension and the command to 
his disciples to wait in Jerusalem 
Tile faithful followers of Jesus were 
completely 
disheartened 
by 
the 
crucifixion but were heartened again 
by the resurrection and evidently 
were ready to go forth in the m is­ 
sion given them But now thev were 
commanded "to wait for tile promise 
of the Father " 
That presents an essential factor 
in C hristian life and action. Tile well 
equipped man, in any phase of life, 
is not only a scholar but also a 
thinker. Som ething 
is gained 
by 
pondering and m editating not ob­ 
tainable otherwise in religion this is 
especially true for here we depend 
on an influence th a t comes from 
without —the Holy Spirit. “W alt" is

word 
frequently 
found rn our 
Bible: The Palmist 
"W ait on the 
Lord—walt, I say, on the Lord." This 
Hebrew poet is insistent for he knows 
what inspiration and power come 
to one by patiently waiting with an 
open mind and a recent ive heart.

An 
inactive life is not nee::.- .inly bar­ 
ren as Milton, thinking of his blind­ 
ness, declared, “They also serve who 
only stand and wait." 
An incident is reported in our les­ 
son which illustrates th at the dis­ 
ciples had not done sufficient think­ 
ing, They raised tile old question 
whether Israel would be restored as 
a political kingdom. Three years of 
schooling under tile M aster Teacher 
had not taught them th at the com­ 
ing kingdom would be a spiritual one, 
and that only the Father knew when 
and how this would come. 
Power 
So. before his ascension, the M as­ 
ter commanded his disciples to wait. 
They would not know all that the 
F ather had planned; "But ye shall 
receive power, when the Holy Spirit 
is come upon you and ye shall be my 
witnesses . . . unto the utterm ost 
part of the earth." It was essential 
th at 
these plain but 
consecrated 
men have the required power to 
carry on the extensive program set 
for them. They came back to Jeru ­

tomed upper room No onp will ever 
know what spiritual power can be 
generated by m ediation and prayer. 
One may think of it as a charging 
ot the battery of Hie soul.

The "quiet hours" and the "re­ 
treats" of modern groups have their 
essential place in all religious en­ 
deavors.

small plans,, they have not the magic 
to stir the imagination! 


Robert Browning once:-wrote these 


inspiring words: "Ah, but a man's 
reach should exceed his grasp, or 
what's a heaven for?" Unless we at- 
tempt big things, we will never do 
anything but small things. It's only 
the big things, often the impossible 
things, that have any magic to stir 
the imagination. How often we hear 
the statement: "I never dreamed 
that I could do it—but I did!" Once 
on higher ground than we thought 
we could attain, we are inspired to 
go still further. 


From the early reading of Car- 


lyle's ''Heroes and Hero Worship" I 
got the idea that the king, in any 
activity of life, is the man who can.

THE CONTINUING BAND OF 


DISCIPLES 


By Howard R. Gold, D.D. 


Margaret C. Gold 


Acts 1: 1-14 


Memory Selection: "You shall re- 


ceive power when the Holy Spirit 
has come upon you."—Acts 1:8 
This quarter's lessons have to do 


with action. For three years the dis- 
ciples had been in school with the 
Master and learned the essentials of 
Cnristian living. Now they were 
ready, or nearly so, to go out into 
the world. Fittingly the series of 
lessons is titled—The Early Church 
Faces Its World. For, with the book 
of the Acts. Church history^ begins. 


In the developing purposes of God 


the time had arrived when his peo- 
ple were to begin to carry the Gos- 
pel to the nations, and the story of 
that endeavor is replete with thrill- 
ing experiences. Luke, the disciple 
and physician, is the historian. He 
addresses a friend, Theophilus, and 
mentions a book written earlier by 
him. That was the third gospel which 
bears his name. 


First, Wait 


In a condensed paragraph the his- 


torian begins his narrative by re- 
calling the resurrection of the Lord, 
his ascension and the command to 
his disciples to wait in Jerusalem. 
The faithful followers of Jesus were 
completely 
disheartened 
by 
the 


crucifixion but were heartened again 
by hie resurrection and evidently 
were ready to go forth in the mis- 
sion given them. But now they were 
commanded "to wait for the promise 
of the Father." 


That presents an essential factor 


in Christian life and action. The well 
equipped man, in any phase of life, 
is not only a scholar but also a 
thinker. Something is gained by 
pondering and meditating not ob- 
tainable otherwise. In religion this is 
especially true for here we depend 
on an influence that comes from 
without— the Holy Spirit. "Wait" is 
a word frequently 
found in our 


Bible: The Palmist—"Wait on the 
Lord—wait, I say, on the Lord." This 
Hebrew poet is insistent for he knows 
what inspiration and power cone 
to one by patiently waiting with an 
open mind and a receptive heart. 
"Baptized in the^Holy Spirit" is whit 


Jesus calls the reward of the soul 
hushed in silence. And Isaiah: "In 
quietness and confidence shall be 
your strength.' Moderns, and espe- 
cially Americans, are in danger of 
missing the benefits of waiting con- 
fidently. A middle ground between 
the almost perpetual hustling of our 
people and the contemplative habit 
of orientals would be desirable. An 
inactive life is not necessarily bar- 
ren as Milton, thinking of his blind- 
ness, declared, "They also serve who 
only stand and wait." 


An incident is reported in our les- 


son which illustrates that the dis- 
ciples had not done sufficient think- 
ing. They raised the old question 
whether Israel would be restored as 
a political kingdom. Three years of 
schooling under the Master Teacher 
had not taught them that the com- 
ing kingdom would be a spiritual one, 
and that only the Father knew «iicu 
and how this would come. 


Power 


So, before his ascension, the Mas- 


ter commanded his disciples to wait, 


i They would not know all that the 
Father had planned: "But ye shall 
receive power, when the Holy Spirit 
is come upon you and ye shall be my 
witnesses . . . unto the uttermost 
part of the earth." it was essential 
that these plain but consecrated 
men have the required power to 
carry on the extensive program _set_ 
for them. They came back to Jeru- 
salem and there we find them 
"steadfastly in prayer" in the accus- 
temed upper room. No one will ever 
know what spiritual power can be 
generated by meditation and prayer. 
One may think of it as a charging 
of the battery of the soul. Quite 
evident it is from what these men 
later accomplished that more than 


! human power became their posses- 
' sion. The "quiet hours" and the "re- 
treats" of modern groups have their 
essential place in all religious en- 
deavors. Rightly Tennyson has said: 
"More things are wrought by prayer 
than this world dreams of." 


To the Uttermost 


The disciples of Jesus were given 


a world-wide commission; to the 
ends of the earth they were to carry 
His Gospel arid that directive stands 
for His Church of today. In those 
early years when Christians faced 
their world they made remarkable 
progress against terrific odds. "Who 
follows in their train?" Well, con- 
secrated men and women do. The 
shock troops are our missionaries at 
home and abroad. As men seek to 
establish order in a very disordered 
day, more and still more reliance is 
placed upon spiritual forces. What

for 
follo;vers 
of 


Christ; And Jesus said they are to 
"witnesses" — witnesses by inspired 
lips and changed lives, to the uni- 
versal Gospel of Jesus. May the 
New Year find us faithful!
